TRENTON, N. J., March 31.—Col. 


Mark O. Kimberling said late today 
that if Paul H. Wendel should be 
indicted for the Lindbergh baby 
murder by the grand jury now in 
session, he would delay the execu- 
tion of Bruno Richard Hauptmann 
until later in the week. 

The Warden has the authority in 
his own discretion to execute 
Hauptman any time during the 
present week, as the sentence mere- 
ly prescribed the week of March 30. 

In the Wendel “confession,” Wen- 
del, a disbarred Trenton lawyer, 
said that he kidnaped and killed 
the Lindbergh baby. He repudiat- 
ed the confession later, charging 
that it was wrung from him by tor- 
ture and force. 

While Hauptmann’s attorneys 
were vainly arguing fora stay 
by Justice Thomas W. Trench- 
ard this afternoon, the Mercer 


County grand jury was in ses- 
sion. Erwin Marshall, Mercer 
County prosecutor, who has ex- 


pressed doubt that Wendel should 
be charged with murder, was asked 
by the foreman of the grand jury 
to leave the room so that the grand 
jury might consider “certain mat- 
ters.” 

One of the witnesses called be- 
fore the jury was Detective Ellis 
Parker, who took Wendel’s state- 
ment Feb. 25 or 25. 

At 4:50 p. m. the grand jury sent 
for Leo Rogers, Assistant Prosecu- 
tor, seemingly preferring his guid- 
ance to Marshall’s. 

Judge Denies Stay. 

Justice Trenchard denied the stay 
sought for Hauptmann in’ what was 
conceded to be his last legal re- 
course before execution tonight. 

Justice Trenchard, referring to 
the repudiated “confession” of Paul 
H. Wendel on which the plea was 
largely based, declared: “They (the 
Wendel papers) do not justify any 
arrest of the execution.” 

“These papers,” the Justice, who 
presided over Hauptmann’s Flem- 
ington trial, said, “do not justify 
any rule to show cause why a new 
trial should not be granted, much 
less granting a new trial. It seems 
pretty plain to me that this (Wen- 
del) confession is incredible on its 
face, out of harmony with the 
known facts of the case, and with- 
out the slightest corroboration with 
respect to matters which could 
easily be corroborated. 

“I do not think I am authorized 
to interfere and I will have to deny 
counsel's motion (for a stay of exe- 
cution.)” 

Execution Hour 8 P. M. 

The hour set for his execution is 
8 o'clock, but a Philadelphia gang- 
ster-killer will give Hauptmann a 
few more moments of life. The 
gangster, Charles Zied, also is to 
die tonight; and because he is to 
go first, Hauptmann will live 20— 
perhaps 30 minutes longer than he 
would if he alone were to go to the 
chair, 

Hauptmann today asked to see 
Col. Mark O. Kimberling, principal 
keeper at State prison. He did this 
after nervously pacing back and 
forth for hours in his cell next to 
the death chamber. 

The prisoner was crying that “he 
was innocent,” Col. Kimberling said 
after his visit. 

Hauptmann told Kimberling: “I 
have absolutely no change to make 
in my story.” 

He insisted he had told the truth 
“from start to finish.” 

“Any change in my story would 
be a lie and could not be borne 
out,” Hauptmann cried. 

The Warden said Hauptmann 
was in tears when he arrived at 
the death cell. 

“It took three or four minutes 
for me to straighten him up so that 
he could talk coherently,” Kimber- 
ling said. 


Up Most of Night. 

“The two guards, Fred Mayor 
and Charles D. Douglas, said Bruno 
had been up most of the night~ 
writing a letter to his mother, and 
talking to the guards. : 

“He wrote the letter intermittent- 
ly from 10:30 p. m. to 5:30 a. m. 

“His talk with the guards was 
about his family and how they 
would get along without him. 

“I remained with the prisoner 
about a half hour this morning. 

“The guards submitted the fol- 
lowing long-hand report: 

“He said the State will never 
solve the case by sending him to 
the chair, as he is innocent. He 
wanted to know if it would be pos- 
sible to make a radio appeal io 
the public, ‘If anyone knows any- 
thing about the case to come for- 
ward and tell.’ 

“He wants his son to grow up and 
be honest, and to know his father 
is innocent. He told us he got con- 
victed for having money in his pos- 
session without knowing what kind 
of money it was.” 

Refuses Breakfast. 

“He didn’t eat any breakfast,” 
Kimberling said of Hauptmann, 
and “when I asked him about his 
last meal he replied: “‘I'd like to 
have that last meal sent to Dr. 
Condon.” He ordered nothing, 
Kimberling added.

BERLIN, March 31.—A _four- 
month “armistice” with a _ three- 
man internationd@l commission to 
control both the German and the 
French-Belgian sides of the fron- 
tier was reliably said tonight to be 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler’s counter pro- 
posal to the Locarno Powers terms 
for settlement of the Rhineland 
dispute. 

During the “figurative or moral 
agree 
not to increase its Rhineland 
troops, but France and Belgium 
would have to give the same guar- 
antee. 

This plan was taken to London 
by plane today by Joachim von 
Ribbentrop, Hitler’s special Am- 
bassador, for delivery to Anthony 
Eden, British Foreign Secretary. 

Hitler proposes that the inter- 
national commission be composed 
of an Englishman, an Italian, and 


a neutral to be chosen by the En- 
glish and the Italians. 

This commission would not only 
control the German side of the bor- 
der to see that troops are not in- 
creased but also the French-Bel- 
gian side. 

The Locarno proposal of an in- 
ternational police force on German 
soil apparently was rejected. 


Pending Negotiations. 


This was said to be the major 
offer in the long document which 
Von Ribbentrop took to London. 

Hitler considers that the negotia- 
tions for a “more peaceful peace” 
ought to be completed within the 
four-month period. If not, the pos- 
sibility remained open that the ar- 
mistice could be extended. 

Von Ribbentrop and his staff oc- 
cupied two airplanes. The size of 
the delegation indicated that the 
Germans were prepared for long 
negotiations. 


Von Ribbentrop was ordered to 
go directly to Eden. Dr. Hans H. 
Diekhoff, former counsellor of the 
German Embassy in Washington 
and now a Foreign Office expert, 
was ordered to accompany Von 
Ribbentrop. 

Spokesmen intimated that Hit- 
ler’s proposals had to be altered, 
because of the critical speech deliv- 
ered Sunday by French Foreign 
Minister Pierre-Etienne Flandin. 

Hitler was reported greatly an- 
gered by what he interpreted as 
Flandin’s questioning of his _per- 
sonal integrity in the French Min- 
ister’s address to his constituents 
Sunday. Flandin called on Hitler 
to make his aims clear, to renounce 
aggression and state his demands 
for colonies, 

The Foreign “Office publication, 
Deutsche Diplomatische Politische 
Korrespondenz, said Flandin’s stric- 
tures were an “insult” to Hitler. 


Von Ribbentrop Arrives at Crow- 
don Air Fiedl From Berlin.

LONDON, March 31.—Joachim 
von Ribbentroyp, bearing Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler’s counter proposals 
for settlement of the Locarno dis- 
pute, arrived at Croydon airport at 
8:35 tonight, after a flight from 
Berlin. 


1200 CHINESE STUDENTS RIOT 


41 Arrested in Anti-Japanese Out 
break; Tourists See Fight

The students were 
demonstrating in honor of the 
memory of a student who died re- 
cently in prison. They carried an 
empty coffin and shouted denuncia- 
tions of the Japanese policy toward 


China and the proposed increase of 
the Japanese garrison in 
China. 


ADMITS BOMBING 
AND TRYING TO PIN 
GRIME ON ANOTHER 


W. A. Head, 50, Janitor, 


Confesses He Is Man 
Who Dynamited Mid- 
West Laundry, March 9. 


CLEARS EX-CONVICT 
WHOM HE ACCUSED 


Scheme to Collect Standing 
$1000 Reward Offered 
by Associated Laundry 
Owners, He Explains. 


William Arly Head, 50-year-old 
apartment house janitor, has ad- 
mitted, University City police an- 
nounced today, that he bombed the 
Mid-West Laundries, Inc., 6220 Cab- 
anne avenue, on the night of March 
9 and accused anvther man of the 
crime in the hope of collecting a 
$1000 reward. 

The confession exonerates Doug- 
las Chappel, a former convict, who 
is held in Clayton jail in default 
of $25,000 bond on a warrant charg- 
ing him with the bombing. Chappel 
denied connection with the explo- 
sion, and presented an alibi, which 
was substantiated. 

Head, in a signed statement, said 
he was in need of money and upon 
reading an announcement by asso- 
ciated laundry owners offering 
$1000 reward for the arrest and con- 
viction of anyone bombing a laun- 
dry, decided to place a bomb at the 
Mid-West Laundries, and accuse 
Chappel, with whom he was ac- 
quainted. 

Home-Made Bomb. 

He told police the bomb he con- 
structed at his home, 6209 Enright 
avenue, consisted of the handle of 
a cooking utensil, which he filled 


of the garage section of the laundry 
building, caused damage estimated 
at $1500. 

The statement explained that 
Head accused Chappel because of 
the latter’s police record. It was 
expected that Chappel, who resides 
at 720 Eastgate avenue, would be 
released shortly. 

Head appeared at the scene of 
the bombing and told police he had 
been crossing a vacant lot next 
door when the explosion knocked 
him down. He said Chappel and 
several other men ran through the 
lot to a waiting automobile. There 
was mutual recognition, Head re- 
lated, and he added that Chappel 
threatened him with a_ revolver. 
Chappel was arrested at his home 
later that night. 

Check-Up on Head... 

Patrolmen H. E. Spurgin and 
Frank Schaub of the University 
City force, became suspicious of 
Head and checked his movements 
on the night of the bombing. In 
his original account the janitor said 
he had remained at the scene until 
police arrived. Spurgin and Schaub 
learned that Head had talked with 
a railroad crossing watchman on 
Olive Street road in the interim 
between the explosion and his meet- 
ing police. He became confused 
on other points, and then admitted 
his guilt. A warrant charging 
Head with the bombing was issued 
at Clayton today. 

The Mid-West Laundries, Inc., is 
one of the group of firms which 
failed to come to an agreement 
with the Laundry Drivers’ Union. 
The bombing cracked a concrete 
footing and shattered about 150 
window panes in the building.

250 UNION TA 
STRIKE FOR MORE PAY 


Demand 20 Per Cent Increase 
and Better Working 
Conditions. 


About 250 union tailors in St. 
Louis, members of the Journeyman 
Tailors’ Union, Local No, 11, went 
on strike at 8 o’clock this morning 
for a 20 per cent increase in their 
weekly wages and better working 
conditions, 

Announcement of the strike was 
made by Frank Petera, business 
agent of the union, who told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that 90 per 
cent of the union’s 275 members 
voted for the strike at a mass 
meeting last night at the Holland 
Building, 211 North Seventh street 

Petera said that the shops af- 
fected by the strike included 
those in most of the men’s cloth- 
ing stores and some smaller inde- 
pendent shops. The clothing de- 
partments in the large department 
stores were not immediately af- 
fected, he said, because these 
stores, which maintain open shops, 
granted an increase in wages to 
their tailors about a week ago. 
Petera said the tailors now re- 


‘ceived an average wage of from 


$18 to $25 a week, while the bushel- 
men, who make alterations and do 
minor tailoring work, got between 
$18 and $27.50 a week. Some of the 
men now work as much as 52 hours 
a week, he said. The union wants 
a working week of from 40 to 44 
hours. 

The union} Petera said, was ask- 
ing that its members be not dis- 
charged without cause, and receive 
advance notice of dismissal. Among 
the better working conditions 
sought, he said, was improved light- 
ing in most of the shops. The union 
has also requested that the amount 
of work available be divided among 
all members, so that no member 
shall be without continuous employ- 
ment. About two-thirds of the 
working tailors and bushelmen are 
members of the union.

LORS NEW GERMAN DIRIGIBLE 


TAKES OFF FOR RID 


The Hindenburg Avoids Flying 
Over France on Way to 
South America. 


By the Associated Press. 

DOVER, England, March 31.— 
The Zeppelin Hindenburg, headed 
for South America, was _ sighted 
here at 2:10 p. m., flying at an alti- 
tude of 1000 feet. 


BERLIN, March 31.—The_ great 
new German dirigible, the Hinden- 
burg, flew west today on its first 
voyage to South America, passing 
over the Netherlands to avoid 
French territory before turning to 
the south. 

The Air Ministry explained the 
Hindenburg’s unusual course by 
way of Holland on the ground that 
the French Government had not 
given permission for the ship to 
fly over France. 

The airship took off at 5:40 a. m., 
bearing 37 passengers, a crew of 70 
and a cargo of about 2900 pounds, 
including an automobile. It headed 
directly for Rio de Janeiro, Brazil. 

The Zeppelin will not stop at 
Pernambuco, Brazil, the usual! halt- 
ing point for the Graf Zeppelin on 
its regular trips, but will head di- 
rectly for Rio, thus shortening the 
flight by about 20 hours. 

Capt. Ernst A. Lehmann was in 
command of the ship, while Dr. 
Hugo Eckener, veteran pilot of the 
Graf, was supervising the flight.

Haggard and unshaven, but care- 
fully dressed in a brown ensemble, 
Rosegrant arrived in Jefferson City 
two hours earlier by automobile 
from St. Louis, accompanied by his 
wife and a man who said he was 


Edward McIntosh, St. Louis sales- 
man and a friend of the family. 

The party was met at the Mis- 
souri Hotel by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter to whom Rosegrant said that 
he had arrived yesterday in Louls- 
ville, Ky., from Jacksonville, Fia., 
had been driven by friends from 
Louisville to St. Louis in an auto- 
mobile, and had joined his wife and 
friends in St. Louis for the final 
part of the trip to prison. 

Motion for Rehearing Filed. 


Shortly before 9 o'clock Marshal 
Dalton was called by telephone and 
a few minutes later he had arrived 
in Rosegrant’s room to receive his 
surrender. By the margin of a few 
minutes it was within the 10-day 
limit prescribed by Supreme Court 
rules, which provide that a de- 
fendant whose conviction has been 
affirmed must be in custody with- 
in that time or forfeit his right to 
ask for a rehearing. A motion for 
a rehearing of Rosegrant’s appeal 
was filed with the Supreme Court 
this morning by his attorney, 
Thomas J. Rowe Jr. 

When the reporter met Rosegrant 
at 7 o'clock this morning the latter 
was obviously distressed at the 
prospect of imprisonment, and wept 
several times during the ensuing 
conversation as Mrs. Rosegrant 
burst into tears. 

He went without breakfast, 
did his wife. 

Rosegrant, who is six feet one 
inch tall, has gained weight since 
he was released on $30,000 appeal 
bond following his conviction at 
Clayton in October, 1934, and ap- 
peared close to the weight that 
was recorded when he was arrest- 
ed for the kidnaping in March, 1934 
—229 pounds. 

Always Meant to Return. 

“It was never my intention not 
to come back,” Rosegrant said to 
the reporter. “I simply wanted to 
enjoy all the liberty I could. Short- 
ly after Christmas I left St. Louis 
and went to New Orleans to visit 
some relatives of my wife. From 
there I went to Florida and since 
then I have been driving up and 
down both coasts, enjoying life as 
best I could. 

“A few days ago, while in the lit- 
tle town of Melbourne, Fia., I wrote 
a letter to Dr. Kelley—a friendly let- 
ter—telling him there was no bit- 
terness in my heart. I asked him 
not to make the letter public. I 
believe that he is a gentleman and 
he is the one man wiio can help 
me now. 

“I want everyone to know that 
there is no bitterness in me. My 
sole object In life ig to regain my 
liberty in the right way. I'm go- 
ing out to that prison to work hard 
and obey the rules and some day 
make a parole for good behavior

“When Dr. Townsend accuses me | 


of political ambitions,” said Me- 
Groarty, “he is talking like a fool— 
just like a fool.” 

This plain-spoken prose was ut- 
tered as a result of an article un- 
der the name of Dr. Townsend, 
which appeared yesterday in the 
Townsend National Weekly. 

Rebuking McGroarty for appeal- 
ing to Townsend Republicans in 
California to register as Demo- 
crats, Dr. Townsend said that “Na- 
tional headquarters cannot under- 
take to indorse the private political 
ambitions of Representative Mc- 
Groarty.” 

Reply from Congressman. 

Said McGroarty: “Apparently 


the doctor believes he is privileged | 


to be active in politics but that 
nobody else may be. His attitude 
and his unaccountable accusations 
may do the movement some harm, 
but I believe it will progress in 
spite of him. 

“I didn’t want to come to Con- 
gress and I don’t want to stay.

The side line battle between Dr.

MURDER WARRANT 
FOR WOMAN WHO

Miss Myrtle Wilkinson Ac- 
cused in the Second De- 
gree in the Death of 
Marilyn Morgan. 


A warrant charging first degree 
murder was issued by the Circuit 
Attorney’s office today against 
Miss Myrtle Wilkinson, 40 years 
old, who killed 8-year-old Marilyn 
Morgan in a frenzy because she 


could not bear to be separated from 
the child, whom she had reared in 
her home from infancy. 

Miss Wilkinson, who turned on 
the gas in the kitchen of an apart- 
ment at 1116 Bates street Sunday 
night after killing the child, did 
not attend the inquest today at 
which a verdict of homicide was 
returned. The Coroner was under 
the impression she was too ill to be 
taken from the City Hospital. Af- 
ter the warrant was issued, how- 
ever, Miss Wilkinson was removed 
to Police Headquarters for further 
questioning by Assistant Circuit 
Attorney McLaughlin. 

Policemen testified she told them 
she killed Marilyn, and intended to 
end her own life because the child’s 
mother, Mrs. Helen Morgan, 4537 
Forest Park avenue, had taken 
Marilyn away from her. 

“Due to Smothering.” 

The verdict read that Marilyn 
died of “asphyxia, due to smother- 
ing at the hands of Myrtle Wilkin- 
son.”

TAMPA, Fla., March 31. — Ap- 
pointment of special investigators

BANK OF ITALY DECLARES 
$4.75 A SHARE DIVIDEND 


Governor Praises Mussolini’s Fi- 
nancing; Golds Reserve $242,- 
150,000 Last Dec. 31. 

ROME, March 31.—Vincenzo Az- 

zolini, governor of the Bank of 
Italy, reported today that the bank’s 
gold reserve at the end of last year 
was 3,027,000,000 lire (about $242,- 
150,000). In his report he eulogized 
Premier Mussolini's war-time mone- 
tary methotis. He said the foreign 
exchange holdings of the bank to- 
taled 367,000,000 paper lire (the lire 
is currently quoted at 7.9594 cents). 
This figure, he said, did not include 
the millions of lire worth of wed- 
ding rings and other gold objects 
“spontaneously” given to the Gov- 
ernment and now entirely reserved 
by the state, nor did it include the 
foreign securities the state has re- 
ceived from Italian citizens through 
forcible conversion. 

Azzolini asserted the bank was in 
a position to meet all war contin- 
gencies, and he urged the bank’s 
stockholders to continue their faith 
in the Government’s methods. 

He said the bank note circulation 
at the end of December was 15,457,- 
000,000 lire, and that it had dropped 
by March 20 to 14,419,000,000 lire 
without “damaging pressure.” 

Declaring that gold standard 
countries had, during the last year, 
reconfirmed their fidelity to the 
gold base, the governor said. “We 
still find elements such as make 
us consider our principles more 
than well founded.” 

The bank declared a dividend of 
60 lire (about $4.75).

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HOUSING BILL SENT 


TO WHITE HOUSE 


Extends Authority of FHA to 
Insure Modernization Loans 
Until April 1, 1937, 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 31.—Con- 
gressional action was completed to- 
day on tegislation extending for 
one year from April 1 the Federal 
Housing Administration's authority 
to insure modernization loans. 
The measure was sent to the 
White House after a bloc of Rep- 
resentatives from flood-damaged 
states had failed in an effort to in- 
sert authorization for insurance of 
loans of up to $2000 each for replac- 
ing homes recently swept away. 
The provision was included in the 
bill as it originally passed the 
House, but was not incorporated in 
the Senate’s bill. It was eliminated 
by the Conference Committee, the 
report of which, adjusting differ- 
ences between the two branches, 
was approved in a standing vote 
by the House today, 112 to 50. 
Whether an effort will be made 
to send the bill by airplane to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, now fishing off the 
Florida coast, was not determined 
immediately. Officials said, how- 
ever, a few days’ suspension of 
modernization insurance would not 
work a great hardship. 
The measure extends Title 1 of 
the Housing Act for one _ year, 
eliminates insurance on loans for 


electrical equipment, permits sont 


ers with leases running six month 
beyond the term of the loan to bor- 
row, limits to 10 per cent the Gov- 
ernment’s liability in underwriting 
a loan and tits total liability to 
$100,000,000; puts a $2000 limit on 
small home modernization loans, 
but allows up to $50,000 loan in- 
surance for remodeling such places 
as apartment houses, small indus- 
trial plants, schools, churches and 
the like. 


200-INCH TELESCOPE MIRROR 
ARRIVES IN EAST SIDE YARDS 


Twenty-Ton Glass Disc On Way 
From Corning, N. Y., to Mount 
Palomar, California. 

The 20-ton, 200-inch glass disc, 
destined to become the mirror of 
the world’s largest telescope on 
Mount Palomar, in Southern Cali- 
fornia, arrived in the Burlington 
freight yards in East St. Louis at 
2:45 p. m. today on its journey 
across the continent from a glass 
works at Corning, N. Y., where it 

was molded. 

The mirror, the only cargo of a 
three-car special train which is 
traveling by daylight at a 20-mile 
an-hour speed, came in over the 
Big Four Route from Mattoon, IIL. 
which it left at 8 a, m, It will 
leave at 7 a. m, tomorrow over the 
Burlington line, crossing the Mis- 


sissippi River at Alton and stop-| 


ping for the night at Brookfield, 
Mo. The glass will be ground and 
polished at the California Institute 
of Technology at Pasadena, a task 
which may take three years.

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SHIKAT’S LEGAL 

AIDS CONSIDER 
SUIT TO LIFT 
BAN ON CLIENT 


By Damon Kerby. 
Dick Shikat, heavyweight wrest- 
ling champion, still stands indef- 
initely suspended in Missouri fol- 


lowing a meeting of the Missouri 
State Athletic Commission here yes- 
terday before which he appeared, 
and the big German wrestler was 
disappointed in the verdict; but his 
latest manager, Al Haft of Colum- 
bus, O., figured that Shikat had 
scored a victory, inasmuch .as Shi- 
kat is still recognized by the com- 
mission as world champion. 

Besides Shikat and Haft, those 
who attended the hearing included 
Joe Alvarez of Boston, who brought 
the charge that Shikat had “run 
out” on Alvarez’ contract as his 
manager; Promoter Tom Packs of 
St. Louis, who said that Shikat had 
refused to go through with a match 
signed by Alvarez and to be be- 
tween Shikat and Ed Lewis here, 
April 3; and attorneys for all the 
principals. 

The hearing was a closed session 
at the Statler Hotel, and following 
the meeting, Chairman Garrett L. 
Smalley of Kansas City read the 
following ruling: 

“The suspension of Richard Shi- 
kat by the Athletic Commission by 
the State of Missouri, announced 
March 23, 1936, is to continue in ef- 
fect indefinitely, or until such time 
as Shikat satisfies the commission 
that his preesnt managerial diffi- 
culties have been adjusted.” 

Shikat “Commanded” to Appear. 

The State Commission had “com- 
manded” Shikat to attend the hear- 
ing by the following order. 
“You are hereby notified to appear 

. and show cause before said Ath- 
letic Commission why your title as 
world’s heavyweight champion 
should not be Vacated by the State 
of Missouri.” 

Following the hearing, members 
of the commission were asked why 
Shikat’s title as world champion 
“had not been vacated.” 

“Because Shikat proved to our 
satisfaction that he has managerial 
troubles,” answered Commissioner 
Ernest F. Oakley of St. Louis. 

That fact seemed to be generally 
known in advance of the hearing.

Si—A Federal grand jury began 
its investigation today into the 
eases of Pedro Albizu Campos and 
six other Nationalists charged with 
conspiring to overthrow the Unit- 
ed States Government in Puerto 


Rico by force. 

The District Attorney announced 
that he had decided on this pro- 
eedure rather than await the pre- 
liminary hearing originally set for 
April 2 before the United States 
Commissioner after the seven Na- 
tionalist leaders were arrested early 
this month. 

Albizu, Harvard graduate and 
president of the Nationalist party 
of Puerto Rico, which has been 
campaigning for independence from 
the United States, was directed to 
produce party documents for the 
grand jury inquiry. The editors 
of three newspapers were among 
the witnesses summoned. 

Albizu Issues Statement. 

Albizu, in a statement, repeated 
his persistent declarations’ that 
Puerto Rico, a former Spanish col- 
ony ceded to the United States in 
1898, should be made an indepen- 
dent nation. 

“The United States military in- 
tervention of our country is sim- 
ply the most brutal and abusive 
act of force perpetrated in contem- 
porary history,” his statement said. 
"We demand the withdrawal of 
the armed forces of the United 
States from our soil as a natural 
and legitimate defense of the inde- 
pendence of Puerto Rico.” 

“When, on Sept. 23, 1868, our fore- 
fathers proclaimed “our  indepen- 
dence from Spain, they solemnly 
asserted that the revolution was 
not founded on any grievance 
against our mother country. 

Says\ Spain Granted Autonomy. 

“The mother nation, Spain, the 
chivalrous founder of modern civ- 
llization, recognized the fundamen- 
tal principles in international rela- 
tions as expounded by our fore- 
fathers in 1868, and granted Puerto 
Rico the great charter of autono- 
my in virtue of which the relations 
between Spain and Puerto Rico 
were to be regulated by treaty, thus 
recognizing that our country is a 
sovereign, free and: independent na- 
tion, 

“This recognition of our place in 
the family of free nations was ir- 
revocable and obligatory on all 
Powers, and never could be at the 
Mercy of the vicissitudes of the 
Wars of the mother country, or of 
any war. .The treaty of Paris im- 
posed by force by the United States 
on Spain on April 11, 1899, is null 
and void, so far as Puerto Rico is 
concerned.” 

Albizu and his six Nationalist as- 
sociates were arrested March 5, 
charged with inciting to insurrec- 
tion and recruiting soldiers in a 
conspiracy to overthrow the Gov- 
ernment. They.were released un- 
der bonds to await hearings. 

The arrests followed frequent in- 
eidents involving Nationalists and 
United States authorities. Col. E 
Francis Riggs, chief of the insular 
Police, was assassinated Feb. 23 
by two youths, self-designated Na- 
tionalists, who were killed later by 
Police.

Hearst Denounced in Senate 
For Cutting Employes’ Pay While 
Building a $15,000,000 Castle 


Schwellenbach Charges Publisher Deliberate- 
ly Stirred Up War Sentiment in 1917 
“to Sell More Papers.”

ator Schwellenbach (Dem.), Wash- 
ington, told the Senate today that 
William Randolph Hearst ordered 
wage cuts for his employes at the 
same time he was building at $15,- 
000,000 Bavarian castle in Northern 
California “so he and Hollywood 
movie stars could enjoy them- 
selves.” 

“No man in the country today is 
more despised by the men who work 
for him,” said Schwellenbach, mem- 
ber of the Lobby Committee. 
Getting the floor to attack the 
publisher who has asked the -Su- 
preme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia t6 enjoin the committee 
from examining his telegrams, 
Schwellenbach said: “Mr. Hearst, 
who has been condemned and criti- 
cised by the newspaper fraternity 
since 1895, has now become the 
plumed knight leader of the news- 
paper fraternity.” 

He referred to Elisha Hanson, 
counsel for the publisher as “a 
stooge for that portion of the news- 
paper fraternity which runs its 
business on the basis and theory of 
a sweatshop.” 

He read a magazine article pur- 
porting to outline the nature and 
extent of the Hearst holdings and 
said “I want to pay tribute” to the 
publisher’s financial skill. 

Then the Senator continued: 
“While William Randolph Hearst 
was building his $15,000,000 castle, 
Wintoon, and drawing a $500,000 
salary he ordered three separate 
reductions of 10 per cent each in 
the wages of his employes.” 

Refers to Shouse’s Criticism. 
Before attacking Hearst, Schwel- 
lenbach discussed briefly, criticism 
of the committee by Jouett Shouse, 
president of the American Liberty 
League. 

Sacrastically, he said he wanted 
to thank Shouse for saying in his 
last attack that 22,000 telegrams 
had been inspected by the com- 
mittee after having said previously 
that “all” wires passing in our out 
of washington during a part of last 
year had been examined—a num- 

ber the committee estimated at 14,- 
000,000. 

Schwellenbach said Hearst de- 
pended upon the inability of the 
public to remember. 

“Who remembers,” he said, “the 
wicked and dastardly part played 
by Hearst in bringing on the war 
with Spain.” 

He said the publisher’s policy was 
“as unstable as the wind,” and that 
he “may blow hot in Chicago and 
cold in Atlanta.” 

Hearst’s Activities in War. 

He read at length from a critical 
statement by Oswald Garrison Vil- 
lard in a book entitled “Some News- 
papers and Newspaper Men,” and 
went on from that to detail Hearst’s 
activities during the World War. 

The tactics of the publisher in 
operation of the International News 
Service, he said, caused that press 
service to be denied use of the wires 
in England, France and Canada. 


WASHINGTON, March ae ns 


It seemed almost a “fatal blow’ 
to its effort to get war news, 
Schwellenbach said, but added that 
despite this, the International News 
Service continued to serve its sub- 
scribing newspapers with war news. 
He said the Associated Press began 
an investigation which disclosed 
that the International News Service 
had gained access to news reports 
of the Associated Press by bribing 
an employe in the Cleveland bu- 
reau. He said the Associated Press 
suit was carried to the Supremes 
Court, and added: “It is to’ the 
eternal disgrace of American news- 
paperdom that the Associated Press 
didn’t have the courage to remove 
Hearst from that body.” 

He accused the publisher of de- 
liberately stirring up war senti- 
ment in 1917 because it would “sell 
more papers.” 

Completion of the Lobby Com- 
mittee’s field investigation was dis- 
closed yesterday, simultaneously 
with a new outburst on the Senate 
floor against Hearst for his criti- 
cism of the committee’s conduct. 

Senator Minton -(Dem.), Indiana, 
a committee member, aroused by 
editorial reference to the commit- 
tee in Hearst’s papers, told the Sen- 
ate that “we are a better breed of 
swine than Hearst and the _ pusil- 
lanimous pen-pusher, the writer of 
this editorial.” 

Minton contended that freedom 
of the press meant to Hearst “li- 
cense to traduce and villify public 
officers as swine and traitors to 
their country.” 

Ending of the field work of the 
committee, it was said, likewise 
meant an end to the much-criti- 
cised seizure of telegraphic corre- 
spondence, among it some of 
Hearst’s messages. 

Present plans, it was disclosed, 
call only for hearings, to be spread 
over a number of weeks, in the 
course of which financial sources 
and activities of a number of or- 
ganizations—including the Liberty 
League, the Sentinels of the Repub- 
lic and the Crusaders—will be put 
in the record. 

“Purse-Proud” Publisher. 

The Hearst editorial warning that 
administration leaders were leading 
a subservient Congress into a dic- 
tatorship, brought from Minton an 
assertion that: 

“The dictatorship we have to fear 
in this country is that of a purse- 
proud, insolent, arrogant, bulldoz- 
ing newspaper publisher like Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst.” 

Minton made public a letter to 
Dudley Field Malone challenging 
his right to “lecture” him on his 
duties as a Senator. Malone had 
telegraphed the committee protest- 
ing against “blanket seizure of con- 
fidential telegrams of citizens not 
even remotely connected with the 
inquiry.” Minton replied that 
“when we reach the point in this 
country where there is nobody left 
but you and William Randolph 
Hearst to defend our liberties, we 
had better give the country back 
to the Indians.” 


MANCHOUKUO AGAIN SENDS 
PROTEST TO OUTER MONGOLIA 


Charges That One Was Killed and 
Four Were Wounded in Air 
Bombing.

TOKIO, March 31.—The Domei 
(Japanese) News Agency reports 
from Hsinking, Manchoukuo, that 
the Manchoukuoan Government had 
telegraphed a vigorous protest to 
Outer Mongolia, based on the alle- 
gation that two Mongolian planes 
attacked a Japanese patrol near 
Lake Bor March 29. 

The Manchoukuoan Government 
asserted one man was killed and 
four were wounded when the Mon- 
golian planes dropped bombs and 
fired machine guns into the patrols. 

It was the third Manchoukuoan 
protest to Outer Mongolia in four 
days. The Japanese general head- 
quarters at Hsinking joined in the 
complaint.

GOLD MOVEMENT FROM PARIS 
TO NEW YORK STARTS AGAIN 


France Also Reported to Have Lost 
Much Bullion to England 
Yesterday. 

NEW YORK, March 31.—Word 
was received yesterday by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank that a new 
movement of gold from France to 
the United States had started. The 
last one ended in January. 

The franc remained below the 
gold-import point, coinciding with 
word that $1,600,000 of gold had 
been engaged in Paris for ship- 
ment tomorrow on the liner Paris 
to New York. It was reported also 
that Paris lost much gold to Lon- 
don. 

Between Sept. 9 and early Janu- 
ary $520,766,600 in gold moved from 
France to New York.

FORMAL APOLOGY 
MADE AT THE TIME 


Officers Who Seized Diplo- 
mat Were Dismissed—He 

- Reported He Was Hand- 
cuffed. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—The 
Iranian (Persian) Government has 
ordered its legation in Washington 
and its consulates in the United 
States closed because of articles 
appearing in the American press 
which it considers a discourtesy to 
the Shah. 

Presumably in connection with 
the arrest in Elkton, Md., last Oc- 
tober of the former Iranian Minis- 
ter to Washington, the monarchy 


-ordered all its diplomatic and con- 


sulaf personnel in the United States 
to return to Iran immediately. This 
has resulted in the closing not only 


of the legation in Washington, but 
also of consulates in New York and 
Chicago. 

-It was stated authoritatively last 
night that the action was taken be- 
cause of the “hurt” of the Persian 
Government concerning articles 
and references in the press of the 
United States which were consid- 
ered in Teheran to be discourteous 
and unfriendly to the Shah and to 
Iran in general. 

It was disciosed also that last 
Saturday the Iranian charge d’af- 
faires, Hossein Ghods, informed 
Secretary of State Hull of the with- 
drawal of the diplomatic and con- 
sular personnel. These staffs have 
been skeletonized since the Minis- 
ter was recalled to Iran. He sailed 
Jan. 14, 

Subjected to Indignities. 


The Minister, Ghaffer Djalal, was 
arrested in Elkton, Md., last Octo- 
ber on a charge of speeding while 
motoring from Washington to New 
York with his wife. He was hand- 
cuffed and subjected to what he 
said were other indignities in vio- 
lation of his diplomatic immunity. 

As a result of a formal protest 
to the State Department, apologies 
by the Governor of Maryland and 
by the Secretary of State were made 
and the diplomat’s demand that the 
arresting officers be punished was 
followed by their dismissal from 
the service of the town of Elkton. 

At the time, however, Secretary 
Hull issued a statement to the 
press asserting that while diplo- 
matic representatives were entitled 
to immunity from arrest and pros- 
ecution, the American Government 
did not consider that this priMlleged 
them to violate the laws of the 
land. 

Djalal had contended he was un- 
aware that his chauffeur was vio- 
lating the Elkton speed limits at 
the time of his arrest, asserting 
that he was on the back seat con- 
versing with Mrs. Djalal when the 
car was halted. 


His Return Was Ordered. 


After his arrest Djalal was or- 
dered to return to Iran. He left 
Jan. 14, letting it be known to his 
colleagues here that the Iranian 
Government was displeased at the 
treatment he had received and that 
it did not intend to send another 
Minister to Washington to succeed 
him. 

Ghods, who was first secretary of 
the legation, has remained here as 
Charge d’Affaires since with no 
other diplomatic assistants except 
one or two clerks. : 

Ghods and the consuls in New 
York and Chicago are reported to 
be packing their belongings prep- 
aratory for sailing for home at the 
earliest possible moment.

COL. JAMES WALKER DIES; 
CANADIAN INDIAN FIGHTER 


Led Famous Overland March of 

Royal Northwest Mounted Po- 

lice Troop in 1874. 

CALGARY, Alta., March 31.— 
Col. James Walker, 90 years old, 
who led the famous overland march 
of the Royal Northwest Mounted 
Police in 1874, died in a hospital to- 
day. 

Walker’s military services began 
in the second Fenian raid of 1870 
and ended, at the age of 70 years, 
in the World War in France. In 
1874 he was made _ superintendent 
and sub-inspector of .he mounted 
and led a troop overland from St. 
Paul to Fort Dufferin, now Emer- 
son, Man. He concluded a treaty 
with the Cree Indians in 1876. 

In 1878, with two men, he faced 


a band of rebel Indians under Chief 
Bready, who threatened to raid‘ the 
trading post containing the treaty 
supplies. Fearlessly he told the In- 
dian Chief that the first of his band 
that made a move would be shot, 
whereon Beardy weakened and 
gave no further trouble. ' 

The Cree Indians named Col. 
Walker “Chief Eagle That Pro- 
tects.” The late Gen. Sir Arthur 
Currie has described him as “the 
man who has the nabit of breaking 
out and going to war every 650, 
years.” 


Educator of Deaf Dies.

FARM CREDIT BILL PASSED 


Measure Would Increase Capitaliza- 
tion of Commodity Corporation. 
WASHINGTON, March 31.—The 

House today passed the Senate bill 
increasing the capitalization of the 
Commodity Credit Corporation 
from $3,000,000 to $100,000,000 and 
sent it to the White House. The 
capitalization would be increased 
through facilities of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation and 
involve no new outlay of Federal 
funds, 

The object of the legislation, as 
explained by its proponents, is to 
enable the corporation, as a result 
of its larger capital, to borrow 
money privately at lower interest, 
with the savings to be passed on 
to the farmers in financing of sur- 
plus cotton and corn holdings. 


SPAIN TAKING SCHOOLS .. 
AWAY FROM CHURCH 


Government Seeking Come 
plete Secularization in Ac- 
cordance With Constitution 


; 


By the Associated Press. . 

MADRID, March 31.—Complete 
secularization of Spain's schools in 
accordance with the constitution is 
the aim of the present government 
headed by Manuel Azana, in an ef- 
fort to reduce Spain's illiteracy of 
45 per cent. 

The Government faces two diffi- 
culties, first a shortage of 12,000 
schools needed to complete the 63,- 
000 that the government thinks 
Spain should have, and second, a 
shortage in teachers competent to 
take over posts now held mostly 
by religious instructors. 


Marcelino Domingo, Minister of 
Education, said the government 
would follow the constitution, which 
states that “instruction shall be 
laic,” that is, belonging to the laity, 
not clerical. 

He added that the law of June 2, 
1933, also said specifically, “religious 
orders and congregations shall not 
devote themselves to the exercise 
of instruction.” 

This, however, he added, did not 
prevent the Roman Catholic Church 
from “teaching its doctrines in its 
own establishments,” subject to in- 
spection by the state. 

“The governemnt does not want 
to cause any upset in the education- 
al system because it does not pos- 
sess adequate means to carry out 
the substitution,” he said, “nor does 
it want any lessening in the effi- 
ciency of national education because 
it is not equipped to improve on the 
education given by the religious or- 
ders and congregations. The sub- 
stitution will take place ~ ithout de- 
lay, but with full consciousness of 
what it means and in a way that 
cannot give rise to any criticism 
from a pedagogical point of view.” 

Asked when he thought secular- 
ization of the schools would be com- 
pleted, he replied: 

“This depends on many circum- 
stances, such as the preparation of 
teachers, the furnishing of buildings 
and the availability of funds. You 
can be sure that it is our hope to 
complete it as soon as possible. It 
should be completed in the sec- 
ondary schools by next year.”

FOR A LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 

William Hirth, a candidate for the Democratic nom- 
ination for Governor of Missouri, believes the State 
should have a legislative council, apparently along 
the lines of that operating in Kansas, for two pur- 
poses: (1) to suggest desirable legislation to future 
sessions, (2) to make a “complete survey of our ex- 
isting machinery of local and State government, with 
the view of eliminating all possible waste in every 
department, and of increasing efficiency.” 

As it is, the Legislature meets only once every two 
years, and its sessions, for the most part, are mas- 
terpieces of confusion. In recent years, we have had 
no Governor who has exercised the kind of leader- 
ship which is necessary to put over an intelligent 
and coherent program. The Governor proposes; a 
small group of old-time politicians in the Senate dis- 
poses. Since 1927, for example, they have consti- 
tuted themselves the firing squad for one of the 
State’s bitterest needs: a reformed system of crimi- 


WHICH SHALL IT BE? 

One of the strongest arguments for calling a spe- 
cial session of the Legisiature—a course which Gov. 
Park now has under consideration—is the need for 
enabling Missouri to qualify for a larger share of 
the Federal funds available to the states for the care 
of their aged unemployables and other dependents. 

Under the terms of the Federal Social Security Act, 
passed by Congfess last year, the Federal Govern- 
ment will match state payments to indigent persons 
more than 60 years old, dollar for dollar, up to $15 
per month. That is, if the state will provide $15 the 
Government will give $15, thus making it possible to 
give these unemployables monthly payments of $30. 

No such matching exists in connection with the 
payment of direct relief. With the launching of the 
Works Progress Administration, the Federal Gov- 
ernment retired from the direct relief field. Under’ 
the present arrangement, the cost of all direct relief 
is borne by the states, with such assistance as local 
governments may provide. 

Since the aged indigent comprise a large pro- 
portion of the unemployables, it follows that there 
‘isa very close relationship between direct relief and 
old-age assistance to the needy. The relationship is

OW fares the American soul? Or, to use 
H: more modern expression, what has the 

depression done to the American 
psyche? Some such question as this agitates 
‘the minds of all earnest citizens who look 
toward the future. But “soul” and “psyche” 
are not the proper nouns: we must go to a 
lower level, to the street level, to find the 
phrase which appropriately expresses the 
concern of the thoughtful citizen. What he 
really wants to know is this: Have we been 
licked”? 

Is it true: The bigger they come the hard- 
er they fall? That's what prizefighters say. 
Well, we've been in a fight. We have tast- 
ed the canvas. We are trying hard to strug- 
gie to our feet, to stand straight once more. 
It’s hard to see straight when you're grog- 
gy. Everything looks queer, distarted, on 
the bias. “Screwy’-—that's the new word for 
it: Everything looks screwy. Where's that 
big bum who soaked me on the chin when 
Il wasn't looking? 

Perhaps I’ve stretched my street-level an- 
alogy too far, but this is the way it appeafts 
to me: The depression has destroyed the 
morale of the Amefican people. No, “de- 
stroyed” is too strong a word, because we 
are still asking questions, and that means 
we are still groping for answers. We are 
down but not completely out. We may not be 
asking the right questions, and certainly the 
answers which have thus far been proposed 
are not the right answers. For example, the 
curtailment of production cannot possibly 
be the right answer when 59 per cent of the 
people of the United States are forced to 
live at or below a subsistence level. (Esti- 
mated at $600 to $1000 annual income per 
family—1932.) 


In his recent and illuminating book, 
“Leadership or Domination,” Prof. Paul Pi- 
gors defines morale as follows: . when 
a man’s morale is high, his state of mind is 
(1) an attitude akin to confidence and trust, 
(2) which engenders enthusiastic co-opera- 
tion, even in the face of difficulty, (3) in 
support of a cause to which he is deeply 
attached.” 

Judged by these tests, American morale 
is at the moment exceedingly low. We are 
not motivated by confidence, we are split 
into numberless groups, cliques and parties 
struggling against each other, and there does 
not exist a sufficiently large group deeply 
attached to a cause to make fundamental 
reform possible. It is in this atmosphere 
that the serious-minded American is expect- 
ed to think, feel and act. Confusion which 
approximates chaos is the consequence. 

The thoughtful American is overawed by 
the complexity of contemporary civilization. 
He does not understand the parts which 
make up his round of experience, and he 
does not understand the whole of which 
the parts are fractions. Consequently, he 
does not understand the relationship be- 
tween parts and the whole. ! 

Here, then, is a sample of that form of so- 
cial complexity which Emerson feared at the 
very beginning of our industrial revolution, 
that is, a complicated set of means for 
which there appears to be no sensible or 
sane end. Our entire economic structure 
tends toward precisely this sort of intricacy. 
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I have watched the shifting of youth's gen- 
eralized attitude toward life as expressed in 
its characteristic slang expressions. If we 


divide youth generations into half-decades, 


this is what seems to me to have happened 
1920-25: “Let’s go!” Implication: exuber- 
ance, recklessness, lack of direction 
1925-30: “Oh, yeah?” Implication: distrust, 
lowered energy. 


1930-35: “So what.” Implication: loss of 
purpose, disbelief, cynicism. 
We seem to have passed beyond the “so 


what” period. Young people are still skep- 
tical and the note of cynicism has not whol- 
ly disappeared, but there are signs of new 
currents of thought. 

’ - . . 

What lies ahead for 
no telling. Out of. existing chaos and con- 
fusion may come complete disintegration, 
prolonged and deadly mediocrity, or rebirth 
accompanied by enthusiasm and a new 
sense of direction. 

We possess the means out of which might 
be created a fine, decent, healthy society. 
All necessary ingredients are there: natural 
resources, machines, technologists and work- 
ers. We behave irrationally at present be- 
cause, in Emerson's words, we have been 
subdued by our means; we have brought 
into existence vast powers, but we do not 
know what ends these are to serve. and 
consequently we have failed to provide suit- 
able institutions for the control and release 
of these powers. It is unthinkable that we 
should finally shrink from taking the heroic 
steps which might translate the American 
dream into reality, but a respect for objec- 
tivity compels me to say that we shall first 
pass through an era of timorous expediency, 
of artificial prosperity and of accompanying 
poverty. 

In the meantime, those of us who have 
faith in the future of America can only 
cling to that partially remaining virtue of 
our earlier democratic inheritance, namely. 
freedom. We must insist upon the right to 
struggie for justice.

Foreign Taxpayers. 


HE most vigorous undercover 
T warring against the President’s 

fax program 6o0 far has come 
from foreign sources. 

Foreign corporations with 
branches in the United States are 
raising a terrific din over the plan 
to tax undivided profits. For two 
reasons, they declare it will bear 
down doubly hard on them: 

(1) Because the rates on foreign 


firms will be higher than on do- 
mestic companies. 

(2) Because it will be necessary 
to tax them directly, since the Gov- 
ernment cannot collect (through in- 
come taxes) from their stockhold- 
ers who live abroad. 


As a result of these foreign pro- 
tests, the House Ways and Means 
subcommittee, which drafted the 
tax bill, spent two full days of its 
executive sessions examining the 
problem and the claims of the for- 
eign companies. 

This is the second time the 
Roosevelt administration has tan- 
gled with foreign coupon-clippers. 

In 1933 it cracked down on them 
by putting into effect a provision 
of the 1928 revenue law, requiring 
stock brokers to report the profits 
of their customers. The result was 
the disclosure that thousands of 
foreign investors had made lush 
profits on the stock exchange, but 
paid no taxes on them. 

The Hoover administration had 
never invoked this section of the 
statute. As a result of enforcing it 
during the last three years, ap- 
proximately $75,000,000 in taxes has 
been collected from foreign — stock 
market operators.

Lack of Intelligent Opposition Will Give Admin- 
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CORINNE FREDERICK 
IN BEETHOVEN RECITAL 


Pianist Appears in Second Pro- 
gram of Sonatas at Ho- 
tel Coronado. 


The second recital in Corinne 
Frederick’s serial performance of 
the first 16 Beethoven piano sona- 
tas drew a larger audience than 
did the previous one to the Crystal 
Room at Hotel Coronado. In spite 
of this, the atmosphere of inti- 
macy and of intense critical curi- 
osity toward the music which had 
been dominant before persisted 
through last night’s concert. The 
mutual understanding which at- 
taches to these programs sets them 
apart. Last night it was devoted 
to five of the early sonatas, Opus 
7; Opus 10, Nos. 1, 2 and 3, and 
Opus 13, “The Pathetique.” 

Distracting noises combined with 
the pianist’s apparent preference 
for the second part of her program 
to make the first two sonatas less 
interesting than those that fol- 
lowed; their content explains the 
preference, while not accounting 
for some imperfect phrasing and 
cloudy articulation of the fast runs 
that was noticeable. Beginning 
with Opus 10, No. 2, however, the 
performance suddenly became in- 
spired and the attention of the au- 
dience seemed electric. 

The third Opus 10 sonata, which 
contains the most keenly sentient 
writing and builds up the most ex- 
alted mood found in any of the 
sonatas on this program, was 
played in Miss Frederick’s most 
sympathetic manner. That implies 
a degree of excellence not often 
surpassed by the greatest of the 
established performers. 
erick approaches a work of this 
stature with what amounts to self- 
abnegation, becoming a precision 
instrument for the measuring of 
the musical ideas. The result, far 
from being impersonal, is one of 
the most satisfactory imaginable. 

Last night’s performance of the 
third Opus 10 sonata carried the 
authority of direct communion, It 
was vibrant with Beethoven's in- 
ner meaning. Technically’ this 
sonata and the one that immedi- 
ately preceded it were distinguished 
by Miss Frederick’s remarkable 
gift for endowing various voices 
with as much individuality as they 
receive in an orchestral treatment. 
This was no more noticeable in the 
legato passages than it was in the 
most emphatic staccato ones; the 
musical figurations seemed to take 
on colors not attainable on the 
piano, to call and answer as if they 
had been the voices of disembodied 
instruments distributed about the 
room.

Depositions of Mrs. Louisa. E. 
Conrades and her son, Otto F. Con- 
rades, were read for the defense 
today in the Stifel family suit, in 
ts sixth day's hearing before Cir- | 
euit Judge John W. Joynt. Mrs. | 
Conrades and another son, Paul E. | 
Comrades, and the Stifel Estate Co. 
ere plaintiffs in the suit against 
her nephew, Carl -G. Stifel, and 
atifel's Union Brewing Co., for an 
accounting and for removal of Stifel 
as head of the brewing company. 

Milton Yawitz, attorney for 
stifel said Mrs. Conrades’ deposi- 
tion was introduced as “an admis- 
sion against interest.” Mrs, Con- 
rades and her son Otto were in 
court when the depositions were 
read. Neither of them had testi- 
fied in the plaintiffs’ case. 

Mrs. Conrades saidin the deposi- 
tion, that she was the sister of Carl 
G. Stifel’s father the late Otto Fr. 
stifel, founder of Stifel’s Union 
Brewing Co. She. said she owned 20 
shares of stock in the brewing com- 
pany, arid that in addition she w 
a large stockholder In the Stifel Es- 
tate, which held stock of the brew- 
ing company. 

Says She Was “Like a Mother.” 

She testified that she was “like a 
‘mother” to her nephew, Carl Stifel, 
in his early years, and that he spent 
more time at her frome than at his 
own. She said her relations with 
her brother Otto were friendly up 
to the time of his death. “We did 
our full duty toward him,” she said, 
apparently referring to the family 
treatment of Otto F. Stifel. The 
brewer ended his life in 1920. 

She told of lending $100,000 to 
Otto F. Stifel in January, 1920, and 
taking an option on his share in 
the Stifel Estate, the estate being 
that of their father, Charles G. 
Stifel. She said she later exercised 
the option. 

After Otto Stifel’s death, she said, 
she and Carl Stifel were friendly 
“until he started making trouble 
for us, and threatened to sue us if 
we didn't do certain things he told 
us to.” She said this.changed her 
feeling toward Carl, and when 


- asked whether she still loved him, 


replied, “How could I after all 
that?” 
Sued by Carl Stifel. 

She related that, several years 
after his father’s death, Carl] Stifel 
filed suit against her, charging that 
the estate stock obtained by her 
from Otto Stifel greatly exceeded 
the amount of her $100,000 loan. 
When asked if she thought Carl 
had acted dishonestly, she said, “I 
wouldn't use that term; I think he 
was unfair in the way he handled 
this business.” 

Mrs. Conrades was 
the contract with the Falstaff 
B: owing Corporation, which is at 
issue in the present suit. By the 
contract, Falstaff in 1933 leased 
the Stifel brewing plant at 3126 
Gravois avenue, at a rental of $1.25 
per barrel of beer produced the first 
year, and $1 a barrel thereafter.

“Green Diamond” of Illinois Cen- 
tral Makes Round Trip From 


The “Green Diamond,” [Ilinois 
Central's new Diesel-powered, 
streamlined train, made a round 
trip between Chicago and St. Louis 
yesterday, reaching a speed of 103 
miles an hour at one point. 

Although no attempt at a record 
was made, the trip to St. Louis was 
made in five hours and 24 minutes 
and the return trip to Chicago in 
21 minutes less, or 27 minutes un- 


der the present running time of five | 


and one-half hours. The distance 
from Chicago is 294 miles. 

Driven by a 1200-horsepower en- 
gine, the five-car train which ap- 


pears to be 328 feet of green steel |

Real Estate Dealer Files 
Voluntary Petition § in 
Federal Court—Puts As- 
sets at $745. 


A voluntary petition in bank- 


ruptcy was filed in Federal Court 
today by Stanley Epstein, real es- 
tate dealer, listing total liabilities 
of $176,001 and total assets of $745. 

The liabilities included unsecured 
claims of $137,271, secured claims, 
$36,230; Federal taxes, $2500, and 
State, county and city taxes, $500. 
The larger items among the assets 
included furniture and fixtures in 
his office at 822 Chestnut street, 
$150; automobile, $150; unliquidat- 
ed claims, $130; machinery and 
tools, $150; cash on hand, $116, and 
property in reversion, remainder 
and trust, $109. 

The unsecured claims were large- 
ly notes and accounts on debts con- 
tracted in 1928, 1930 and 1931. Some 
of the larger items listed included 
$35,000 in notes held by B. Liss- 
berger & Co., New York City; $35,- 
000 in notes held by the estate of 
Clare Epstein, University City; 
notes for $32,000 for money loaned 
by Mignon G. Heidenrich, 6641 
Pershing avenue, University City; 
an account of $17,100 owed the 
Phillips Construction Co., St. Louis, 
and notes for a $10,000 loan held 
by the Reliable Loan & Investment 
Co., St. Louis. 

The secured claims included one 
of $20,000 by Jacob Rubin & Sons, 
Wainwright building, and one of 
$10,000 by Asa Loudon, 4963 Maffitt 
avenue, both secured by life insur- 
ance policies. 

Epstein was formerly head of the 
real estate firm of Stanley Epstein, 
Inc., against which an involuntary 
petition in bankruptcy was filed in 
June, 1929, a week after a receiver- 
ship suit had been filed against the 
company.

BOB BURNS and HIS GAS-PIPE BAZOOKA 


A Crazy Instrument and An Ozark Draw! Made His Fortune 


|

HOLLYWOOD, March 28. 
HE late lamented Horatio Alger 
T aian' know abotit radio. If he 
had he would have written a 
wonderful story, no doubt, about 
a hero of the broadcasting stations 
and, again no doubt; the hero would 
have been Bob Burns, who, Hora- 
tio Alger like, came up from no- 
where—with apologies to Van Bur- 
en, Ark., for which place no slight 
is intended—to fame and fortune 

via the networks and a bazooka. 


As usual, the Big Broadcast led 
to Hollywood and, before very long, 
you will see.«Mr. Burns in the gal- 
loping celluloids along with his far- 
faméd musical instrument, if you 
can call it that. The bazooka and 
a Van Buren (Ark.) drawl made 
Bob famous. Also made him a lot 
The films will make 
him a lot more of both. 


You may have seen Bob Burns 
in some earlier pictures without 
knowing it. He played in a good 
many talkies, wearing -black-face 
make-up, but never got beyond 
speaking a line or two, and Holly- 
wood let him slip through its fing- 
ers. He had to go out and make 
a hit as a radio star before the 
film factories realized what a per- 
sonage he was. So, as we haves 
already said, you'll be really seeing 
him at considerable length. 


Pending that time we are in 
a position to give you the low-down 
on this somewhat amazing, and 
amazed, entertainer, who, ‘at 40 
years of age, has had film fame 
thrust upon him, together with a 
weekly pay check of $2750. We 
met him the other day in his ex- 
ceedingly modest Hollywood apart- 
ment, where he lives, with his wife 
and son, and for which he pays 
$27.50 a month—just a hundredth 
of his weekly salary. Incidentally, 
he is not preparing to pay any 
more. He has been making a 
thousand a week over the radio 
for a year and never considered 
moving into more elaborate quar- 
ters, so, says he, why should he 
now? 

As to Mr. Burns himself. Well, 
he is just a homespun comedian in 
store clothes. Not the gangling 
type you may have pictured at all. 
Ordinarily he talks with a rather 
marked Arkansas drawl, but when 
he faces the microphone, he accen- 
tuates that manner of talking, 
which, we dare say, has given you 
the idea that he is a hill billy or 
a Will Rogers type of plainsman. 
He never dresses for the part he 
plays in the broadcasting station. 
however. As likely as not, he ap- 
pears before the mike in a dinner 
jacket, for dress is a sort of hobby 
of his. He looks like -a_ well- 
groomed business man all the 
time. When he gets into the films 
they will probably fix him up to 
suit the popular conception of his 
character. But he will leave the 
studio lot every afternoon clad in 
just what the well-dressed man 
should wear at 5 p. m. 

You see, Bob Burns is no hick. 
He has knocked around the world, 
appeared, with his bazooka before 


cabbages and kings, presidents and 
generals. Once, when he _ enter- 
tained President Wilson, Gen. 
Pershing was at hand and wanted 
he try his hand at blowing bugle 
calls, or something, on the bazooka. 
He tried it and flopped. Couldn't 
get a sound out of the instrument 
through which Bob Burns draws 
what passes for music. 
> a ® 
INCE the bazooka is the larg- 
Gest part of Bob’s success story 
perhaps it would be wellto pause 
long enough to describe this pe- 
culiar instrument which he invent- 
ed, made and patented. Or, better 
still, let’s have Bob tell about it 
himself: 

“Down in Van Buren, where |! 
was born, a lot of the boys used to 
get together to play in what we 
called a band. We had ukes, gui- 
tars and mouth organs and we used 
to rehearse in the back room of a 
plumber’s shop. One night I hap- 
pened to pick up a couple of pieces 
of iron pipe. One of them fitted 
inside the other and I discovered 
that when I blew into the contrap- 
tion I got a sound like a trombone. 

and out I 


varied the tone and pretty soon I 
discovered I could play a tune on 
it. That was the first bazooka. I 
called it that because, in Van 
Buren, when a person talked too 
much every one said he was ‘blow- 
ing off his bazoo.’ I just tagged 
on the ‘ka’.” 

Later inventor Burns improved 
his instrument. He stuck a whisky 
funnel in the end to make it sound 
louder and hitched on a wire to 
help him slide the pipes. There 
have been no more changes. To- 
day’s bazooka, which you will see 
in the pictures, is just as it was 
25 or so years ago. As a matter of 
fact, it is the same one. Iron pipes 
don’t wear out from that sort of 
usage and Bob Burns has‘seen no 
necessity of going to the expense 
of making a new one. 

We have said that Bob is no 
gangling youth. He looks some- 
thing like Gene Tunney and, at the 
same time, Babe Ruth. Is built 
after the fashion of both of those 
athletes and comes by his athletic 
appearance naturally enough for he 
found time to attend Arkansas Uni- 
versity where he divided his days 
between studying engineering and 
playing football. The division was, 
we believe, about 20-80 in the order 
in which the two activities have 
been mentioned. 

He smokes a pipe. Not an Ar- 
kansas corn cob but a college man’s 
briar. Occasionally he lights a cig- 
arette but cigars make him sick. 
This is due to the’ fact that once 
when he was down on his luck—as 
he was a lot of times—he played 
the piono in a cheap dance hall 
for no pay. A cigar box graced the 
top of the piano and patrons were 
presumed to drop in tips for the 
“professor.” The sight, night after 
night, of that empty cigar box 
turned him against cigars forever.

H ana his mother a patient 

woman who encouraged her son 
to “study” music. He didn’t need 
much studying. He could play, 
from the time he was six or seven 
years old, almost any sort of an 
instrument althowgh he went in, 
rather heavily, for the mandolin. 
The piano came as naturally to him 
as water to a Van Buren duck. 

He wasn’t always named Bob. He 
began life as Robin Burns but Van 
Buren sorter frowns on fancy 
names. Robin seemed pretty much 
Park Avenue and he quickly be- 
came just Bob. Now he is always

Bob Burns even on his checks. 
Checks, by the way, are a com- 
paratively recent event in his life. 

He is a big shot now, the main 
attraction on the Bing Crosby hour 
and it is with Bing that he will 
make his re-debut into films. A 
little over a year ago he was strug- 
gling along on $10 a week, picked 
up here and there. Before that he 
had a good many ups and downs. 
Mostly downs. After coming back 
from the Big War, where he fought 
and played~his bazooka with the 
Marines, he was, by turns, a vaude- 
ville performer, a hobo riding the 
“rods,” an odd jobs man, a motion 
picture actor—with little chance to 
act—an unpaid radio performer 
and, suddenly, a sensation over the 
air. 

His earlier motion picture experi- 
ence came at the time when the 
studio’s thought that black face 
teams were going to set the world 
on fire. The Fox outfit had Moran 
and Mack under contract and want- 
ed more comedians of that type, 
or thought it did. They picked up 
Bob Burns on the small time 
vaudeville circuits where he was 
playing. his bazooka and telling 
Negro stories. 


Bob was sent out here to Holly- 
wood and, as is customary, was 
kept sitting around the lot. He 
spent his time polishing up his 
Southern dialect. Got so he could 
hardly talk any other way. Then, 
when they finally put him in a pic- 
ture he was cast as a Royal North- 
west Mountie in a Canadian film. 
He was an instant flop. So instant 
in fact that the director gave him 
a day’s pay and sent him home 
after the first rehearsal. 


Hollywood does things like that 
hundreds of times. 

Bob hung around the studios and 
got some occasional bit parts here 
and there but nobody saw his pos- 
sibilities. He made more trips, 
playing in what was left of vaude- 
villle as The Harmony Hobo. The 
sledding was pretty tough most of 
the time but he managed to hold 
on to his bazooka and a gold medal 
which he won in France for being 
the best marksman in the A. E. F. 
Gen. Pershing himself pinned it on 
Bob's blouse at Le Mans. Bob had 
gone into the war as a back row 
private. He came out a sergeant. 

After the war he was an enter-

tainer in some New York night 
clubs. But he wanted to travel and 
when an offer came to join a car- 
nival show he was off. In Atlantic 
City he met the girl he married. 
That was in 1921. A year later their 
son was born. 

Bob’s carnival experience was 
pretty lucky. He saved some mon- 
ey and started out with a show of 
his own. Between the summer 
carnival seasons he played in 
vaudeville around New York. Pret- 
ty soon he gave up the tent shows 
altogether and decided to stick to 
vaudeville.

S EVERYONE knows vaude-
